BUSHYHEAD IS DEAD 


THE FAMOUS CHIEF AND MOST 
CULTURED OF THE CHERO- 
KEE INDIAN LEADERS. 


LIVED TO THE AGE OF 75. 


He Had Filled Every Office of Prom- 
inence in His Nation and Was 
Popular Among His People. 


TAHLEQUAH, I. T., Feb. 4—D. W. 
Bushyhead, one of the most prominent 
Cherokees, died here to-day of Bright’s 
disease. he was 7 years old and has in 
turn filled every office in the nation. He 
was a member of the recent Dawes Com- 
mission on the part of the Cherokee Na- 
tion and was favorable for negotiations. 

3ushyhead enjoyed good advantages for 
an education in the missionary schools’ of 
Tennessee before the Cherokees went West. 
He went with the Cherokee delegation in 
1841 to Washington and while there saw 
“Harrison inaugurated President. He com- 
pleted his education in New Jersey. He 
came to the Cherokee Nation and was 
Clerk of the Cherokee Senate up to the 
'time the California gold fever broke out 
in 1849; that carried him off and he re- 
iiiied on the Pacific slope 19 years. He 

was in the employ of Judge Terry when he 
killed Broderick in the famous duel. Com- 
ing back to the nation he was elected 
Treasurer in 1871. He served two terms 
(eight years) in that capacity, systematiz- 
ing the financial affairs of the nation. At 
the close of his second term as Treasurer 
he was made the candidate of the Na- 
tionalg for principal chief, and as stated 
above eerved in that capacity for two 
terms. 

His death was announced six years ago 
just after the famous deadlock in the 
i} election of chief at Tahlequah was broken 
by his defeat of Chief Mayes. He was very 
ill at the time, but recovered.

ORE WORKER'S 


TRAGIC SUICIGE, 


Thrust His Head Between a 
Wheel and Post. 


HIS LIFE GROUND OUT. 


DAN WM’CLELLAND’S TERRIBLY 
DEATH ON THE LEVEE 
FRIDAY MORNING. 


KNOWN AS THOMAS BRAY, 


Police and Friends Say the Act Was 
Deliberate and the Man Was 
Despondent After a 
Drinking Bout. 


Daniel McClelland, aged 43, met a horrle 

ble death Friday morning. 

The police say it is a case of suicide and 

McClelland’s friends are inclined to the 

same opinion. 

He was employed at the paint works of 

George S. Mepham & Klein at the northwest 

corner of the Levee and Sidney street. 

At the works and in the neighborhood the 

man was known as Thomas Bray. From 

insurance papers found on his person and 

a private memoranda the police say his 

right name was McClelland. 

McClelland was a laborer. His duties 

were to wheel ore into the color department, 

where the mineral was crushed. 

The superintendent of this department is 
George Rose. Friday morning Roée directed 
McClelland to pile the ore near what is 
known as the putty chaser. The machine 
is a ponderous effair, with heavy iron 
wheels, decribing a rotary motion within- 
an iron basin. 

Close to the rim of this basin are two 
oak posts, supporting the machinery. As 
the iron wheels pass there is but three 
inches between them and the posts, 

McClelland worked for two hours within 
ten feet of the machine, and by 9 o'clok 
had completed his task. 

Rose assigned him to another, and went 
back into the engine room to shut off the 
steam that was keeping the chaser in 
motion. 

He was not absent three minutes. When 
he returned McClelland was not to be seen. 
Rose called him, but no answer came. He 
went into the yard, then returned to the 
apartment, shouting for his assistant. 

As he passed near the chaser h's foot 
struck something soft. Peering through 
the dust that arose from the érushing ore 
he saw a man’s form. 

He went behind the post and found Mo- 
Clelland. 

The man’s head was fast between the 
heavy chaser wheel and the post. Life was 
fast leaving his body. 

Summoning assistance the big wheel was 
pushed back and the body released. It 
fell limp to the floor. Dr. Graul responded 
to the calls for medical aid, but McClei- 
land was dead when he arrived. 

The skull was crushed on both sides, and 
death was almost instantaneous from con- 
cussion of the brain. 

The police were notified and the body was 
taken to the Morgue. 

An inquest will-be held Saturday. 

McClelland was a widower and lived with 
two children, a boy of 15 and a girl of 18, in 
the rear of 2413 De Kalb street. The eon is 
employed in a glasshouse, and the daughter 
earns a livelihood as a housemald. 

Two other boys, aged 9 and 68 years, are 
immates of an orphan asylum. 

Since his wife's death, a few years ago, 
McClelland is said to have developed symp- 
toms of acute melancholia, which led him 


to heavy drinking. Of late he has not worked 
steadily, frequently remaining away from 
ithe plant for a week. It was at these 
— he is said to have drank most free- 


He was not intoxicated Friday, but his 
compantons say he had been drinking. Their 
theory is that liquor had turned his brain, 
and seeing a good opportunity to end his 
troubles, he seized it. Both Rose, the supert- 
intendent of the color department, and Mr. 
Mepham, of the firm, declare that the Man 
had no duties that brought him into close 
proximity with the putty chaser, and can 
explain his death In no other way than that 
he deliberately knelt down and, rg his 
}head against the post, awalted the po 
ous wheel that traverses the pan 

The police theory of suicide is based up- 
on an attempt McClelland made to end his 
life last September. One morning the po- 
liceman on the beat found the man wun- 
conscious in the yard at the works. He 
smelied liquor and had McClelland sent to 
the South Side Dispensary to be treated 
for alcoholism. The stomach pump was 
used and the pee soon discov 
traces of carbolic acid 

When consciousnegs returned Mctlellar4 

aimitted swallowing some of the acid with 
suicidal intent. He then took a few big 
drinks of whieky, he said, to ease the pain.

HE HAD NO COUNSEL IN COURT. 


SAID THE PROBATE COURT PRO- 
CEEDING WAS A FARCE FROM 
BEGINNING TO END. 


BUT IT WAS HAD AS CERTIFIED. 


This Admission Compelled Judge 
Talty to Remand Beecher to Dr. 
Runge’s Care—Mr. Beecher 
Engages a Lawyer. 


James M. Beecher was remanded to the 
custody of Dr. Edward C. Runge, superin- 
tendent of-the Insane Asylum, by Judge 
Talty, Friday morning. 

Seecher. appeared in court room No. 2 
shortly before 10 o’clock, accompanied by 
a couple of attendants from the asylum. 
He was in command of the expedition and 
conducted himself in a dignifted and ra- 
tional manner. 

He was neatly dressed in a black cut- 
away coat and dark trousers. His square, 
gray beard was neatly trimmed and his 
whole appearance was that of a refined and 
educated gentlemn of comfortable means. 

He had a lightweight brown overcoat 
thrown over his shoulders and buttoned 
around the neck in the truly 
style, the sleeves flapping lodbely. He-.put 
aside his coat and hat and walked about 
the court room conversing quietly with the 
lawyers and reporters as rationally as 
would any lawyer at the bar. 

Dr. Runge was represented by City Coun- 
selor Marshall. Seecher ‘had only himself, 


and as he put it, ‘‘a man who has himself 
for an attorney has a fool] for a client,’’ 
Mr. Marshall read Dr. Runge’s? return: 
in which he said that it was true that he 
had in custody the person of James M. 
Beecher, and that he had been duly ap- 
pointed guardian by the Probate Court. 
In conection with his return there was filed 
a certified copy of the proceedings in the 
Probate Court and the finding of the jury 
on Dec, 23, 1895. 
“The affiant is in 
Marshall in closing. 
“Mr. Beecher, have you counsel?’ asked 
Judge Talty. 
“No, Your Honor; unfortunately I have 
not. My learned friend, Dr. Runge, has 
kept me incommunicado so that I have been 
unable to do anything.’ 
“Have you anything to say in reply to the 
return of Dr. Runge?” 
“I have this to say: That the entire pro- 
ceeding in the Probate Court was a farce 
from beginning to end.’ 
“It is not the province of this court to 
review the proceeding of the Probate Court. 
The question is, Mr. Beecher, do you deny 
that the proceeding and finding was had as 
certified to?’’ 
“T can neither deny nor affirm, Your Hon- 
or, because I do not know. I have had no op- 
portunity to look over the case. What ‘I 
ask is this: Let this case go over until 
Monday, Feb. 7, when I shall be prepared 
and be represented by counsel. I am Jjabor- 
ing against many obstacles which would 
not confront an ordimary case. JI have 
been ill for a month with the grip, and for 
forty-eight hours I have not slepg owing to 
the noises in the halls.*’ 
“T do not see that I can do anything uh- 
lesa you deny the correctness of the re- 
turn, Mr. Beecher.” 
“But those proceedings were all wrong.”’ 
‘You can have those taken up in the fu- 
ture in the Probate Court. Proceedings can 
be instituted there at any time by the 
proper representations. I am sure -Dr. 
lunge will let you do what is proper.” 
Beecher laughed. ‘“O, yes, he will! You 
do not know Dr. Runge as well as I do, 
or you would not say so,” said Beecher as 
he returned to his seat at the counsel ta- 
ble as quietly and decorously as could be 
desired. 
Judge Talty then said that as the re- 
turn seemed ‘sufficient, and had not been as- 
sailed, he could see nothing for the court 
to do but to remand the affiant to the cus- 
tody of the guardian appointed by the Pro- 
bate Court. 
A casual observer, not knowing the ¢ir- 
cumstances, would never have taken Reech- 
er for an insane person. His conduct wag 
dignified and calm and his speeches all 
clearly and quietly delivered so as to make 
the best possible impression, 
As he left the courtroom he had a talk 
with H. A. Steinwender, Jr.. and engaged 
him as counsel, furnishing him with a buneh 
of papers and documents.

J. W. Kerr, a real estate broker at 18 
North Ninth street, representing Miss An- 
na Massey of 8418 Locust street, says that 
if <Assistant:-Cireult Attorney Maurice 
Cramer does not effect a settlement of a 
$100 loan obtainéd by a woman supnvosed 
to be Mrs. Cfamer, from Miss Massey on 
Oct. 16 last, ‘before 3 o’clock Friday after- 
noon he will proceed against Judge Cramer 
through the warrant office, 

It is also rumored that the pecular trans- 
actions in which Judge Cramer is involved 
will result in his dispossession from office. 

When Judge Cramer was seen at the Four 
Courts Friday morning he declared he 


knew nothing about the case and offered 
his ignorance of it as an excuse for not 
discussing it. He said his wife had been 
extremely ill for some weeks, and he im- 
plied that she had said nothing to him of 
the matter of which Mr. Kerr and Miss 
Massey say positively he knows a greut 
deal. 

Miss Massey called on ASsistant Prose- 
cuting Attorney Johnson one day last week 
and asked for a warrant against either 
Mrs. Cramer or Judge Cramer. Her story 
was that on Oct. 16 last a woman giving 
the name of Edna Phillips called to nego- 
tiate a loan of $100 on some furniture, Miss 
Phillips represented thar she had recently 
come to St. Louis from Hartford, Conn., 
and needing ready money was obliged to 
obtain it by mortgaging her furniture. 

Miss ‘Massey referred Miss Phillips to 
her broker, Mr. Kerr, who looked into the 
request and then recommended that Miss 
Massey lend the money. The necessary pa- 
pers were made out and signed and the 
money was paid to Miss Phillips.

SO AS NOT TO ANNOY A 
GROG SHOP. 


SAMPLE POLICE COURT JUSTICE 


Belligerent Henry Holthusen Practi- 
cally Told That He Can Resort 
to Extremes Against 
; the Lads. 


Henry Holthusen, who keeps a saloon at 
1732 South Ninth é6treet, objects to news- 
boys. They disturb the peace and quietude 
of the patrons of his saloon, he says. 

James M. Johnson is a news agent who 
does business at 1730 South Ninth street. A 
thin wooden partition divides the premises. 
Mr. Johnson says that a great deal of noige 
comes from the saloon at times, but he does 
not interfere with the saloon keeper’s busl- 
ness. Sut when Mr. Johnson’s newsboys 
make too much noise for Mr. Holthusen’s 
nerves he threatens to shoot the boys and 
invites Mr. Johnson out to fight. 

Thursday evening Holthusen was arrest- 
ed for disturbing the peace of Mr. John- 
son. The case was tried in the First Dis- 
trict Police Court Friday morning. 

Mr. Johnson testified that he was a news 
agent for the Post-Dispatch. He employed 
between 30 and 40 boys on week days and 
75 on Sunday. Thursday evening about 6 
o’clock Holthusen came into the place of 
business of the witness and dared him to 
come out and fight. Witness said he told 
his neighbor if he had any complaint to 
make of him to go to the police. He was 
peaceful and orderly to his unbidden vis- 
itor, who continued to abuse him and invite 
him out to fight. Soon after he returned to 
his saloon he heard the report of a pistol 
and several of his boys ran in and told him 
Holthusen had shot at them, 

Adolph Hoffman and William Myers, 
newsboys, testified, that Holthusen, while 
inside his saloon, ed his pistol while they 
stood on the sidewaak. They said the pistol 
Was po nted at them, but the ball did not 
break the glass of the door and there was 
no evidence that there was any attempt 
to shoot at them. 

Mr. William Fitzgerald, who prosecuted, 
objected to the latitude allowed thé de- 
fense in the admission of irrelevant testi- 
mony. His objections were overruled, None 
of the witnesses for the defense saw the 
d‘fficulty. 

Herman Knuemann, a marketman living 
at 816 Julia street, testifled that when he 
left his wagon in front of Holthusen’s door 
the newsboys climbed into it and sometimes 
pilfered from it. 

Joe Dengle and Charles Pretsch, saloon 
keepers, testified that a great deal of noise 
from the news agency next door came 
through the partition and that the bors 
were unruly. Pretsch admitted that some- 


liable for the| times considerable noise and loud talkin 


took place in Holthusen’s saloon. 

Officer Lally, for the prosecution, testi- 
fled that at the request of Johnson, and 
because of the threats made by Holthusen, 
he had been specially detailed by Capt. 
Young for four Sundays to protect John- 
son's place. 

Holthusen, who was represented by Ash- 
ley Clover, admitted on the witness stand 
that he had invited Johnson out to fight, 
but he denied having fired a pistol, or hav- 
ing heard the report of one. 

Judge Peabody, in summing up, took the 
somewhat extraordinary position that if 
Johnson found that his business was an an- 
nmoyance to his neighbor, who occupied the 
premises, before the news agency was es- 
tablished, it was his duty to move to some 
place where he would have no neighbors to 
be annoyed. 

“IT believe in the doctrine of live and let 
live,”’ said the Judge. He then said that the 
boys were evidently unruly, and that Holt- 
husen suffered much provocation. Even if 
he had no right to invite Johnson out to 
fight, no harm had been done, and if a pis- 
tol had been fired at all. it was evident no 
harm was intended, and he concluded by 
discharging the defendant. 

Testimony was not admitted as to 
previous difficulties. except that implied by 
the evidence of Officer Lally. but Al Hack- 
er, Gus Benton, Otto Hoffman and William 
Malone, newsboys, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that it was almost a daily occur-

made a confession of what he had done. 

The Chemical’s directors say the affair ts 
ended, that the bills are counted worth- 
less and charged aga'nst profit and loss.

All the banks in town are going over their 
books to see ‘¢ they had “loaned” any 
money to Silver or Grable.

The worthless securities could easily be 
charged up to profit and loss, or some sal- 
aries could be raised and paid in the worth- 
less collateral, which could then be charged 
up to expenses.

In short, the general opinion is that never 
was there a time when the truth of the old 
saying, “Nothing succeeds like success, 
was more clearly shown, Grable was the 
chum of famous men throughout the land 
and Cashier Quinlan was the pride of the 
local ‘banking world. The former’s schemes 
have been nipped and both men are down. 
What would have been said of them had suc- 
cess been Grable’s reward? 

The cavitalization of Grable’s companies 
amounts to $8,725,000. .No one exonerates 
Cashier Quinlan entirely. All condemn the 
bank for not placng those safeguards around 
him that the smalhest country bank usually 
has around its cashier—a loan board. He had 
the legal right to make the joan, but why he 
took the risk he did none can say. 

There was a great enough risk with the 
Grable paper, but the John S. Silver trans- 
action is beyond yg ge omg because of 
the man’s record in this city.

It is passing strange how indelibly fixed 
upon the minds of men and women is thfs 
legend of 13. It seems to pervade the lives 
of even the most practical and level-head- 
ed, and there ts scarcely one who will not 


evade its contact or the violation of its 


supposed conditions, if he can. 

The superstition is as old as Christianity: 
Ibr. Brewer, in his handbook of legends 
and myths, thus gives the origin of ft: 

“It is said that it is uniucky for 13 per- 
f0ns to .sit down to dinner at the same 
table, because one of the number will die 
before the year is out. This silly super- | 
stition is based on the ‘Last Supper,’ when ! 
Christ and his 12 disciples sat at. meat 
Jesus, of course, was crucified 
and Judas Iscarfot hanged himself.”

Hesiod mentions that it is unlucky to fish 
on the 13th of the month.

The other bills before the committee, none 
‘of which have yet been reported on, are: 
The Southern Electric, Hamilton Avenue & 
Baden, North & South road, Un on Avenue, 
(St. Louis & Meramec River and St. Louis 
& Kirkwood. The last three are measures 
intended for the extension of the Suburban 
Railway lines. Since the committee was 
so unceremoniously sat upon in the matter 
of the down town loop for the Suburban 
and the Cabanne place grab the members 
have been in no hurry to dispose of the 
bills pled before them for nearly six 
months. 

But now the committee will take an- 
other turn at the franchise wheel and Fri- 
day at 4 o'clock give a public hearing on 
the Southern Electric road ord:nance. The 
northern terminus of the Southern Electric 
is at Seventh and Howard streets, and 
the Southern at Jefferson Barracks. The 
pending ordinance proposes to give it a 
right of way over a zigzag line to the Fair 
Grounds. 

The ordinance meets with the opposition 
not only of the Scullin system-and the 
Lindell. but also of the Hamilton syndi- 
cate that controls the Northern Central, 
the Union line and the Citizens’, all of 
which reach the Fair Grounds’ gates. 

Corwin H. Spencer, the new president of 
the Southern Electric, and his associate? 
will make an ingenious argument on the 
point of public compensation for the fran- 
'chise asked. They will claim as a faci 
that the Scuthern Electric with not one- 
fifth the mileage of the Scullin or Lindell 
pays more taxes to the city than 
those systems combined, and while 
i they will not object to this unequal as

Gossip of Organized Labor Gathered From 
Many Sources. 


America has 302 tinplate mills. 

Icowaeunionists want the poll tax abolished. 

Cincinnati hasn't a non-union cigar factory. 

New York union house,.smith and bridge men 
get $2.75 a day. 

Virginia's Legislature has passed a bill to pro- 
vide seats for women workers in stores. 

A bill to prevent the manufacture of all classes 
of goods in prisons is before the Ohio Legislature. 

The constitutionality of Colorado’s law requiring 
horseshoers to pass an examination will be tested. 

Nearly 200 Chattanooga negroes have gone to the 
works of the Colorado Coal and Iron Company, 
Pueblo, Colo. 

All the factories controlled by the cement trust 
are closed, and the few independent mills are run- 
ning overtime. 

It is said that in Chicago the hod carriers receive 
15 cents an hour more than many of the carpenters 
in Buffalo. Reason, thorough organization. 

Twenty-five delegates to the joint convention of 
the Workingmen’s Assembly and the Federation of 
Labor stopped at a non-union hotel at Albany. 

Chicago Milk Shippers’ Union has fixed the price 
of eight-gallon cans at 9, & and 80 cents, respec- 
tively, for the months of February, March and 
April. 

A jury of farmers acquitted a Utica barber who 
worked on Sunday. This shop is the only non- 
union place in Utica, and the only one that has de- 
fied the law. 

The typographical union has entered the Iowa 
Legislature with a proposition to have all school 
books manufactured within the State. This is 
aimed at the Book Trust. 

Bellaire (O.) Ceniral Union requested the Butch- 
ers’ Union not to hire a band until one of its mem- 
bers, who took a fuctory striker’s place, is expelled 
from the band. 

Washington State Printer has sued the Seattle 
Typographical Union for $10,000 damages. It circu- 
lated a card charging him with making the plant 
an unfair, non-union office, etc. 

Kansas City Industrial Council appointed a com- 
mittee to visit the merchants of Kansas City and 
request that none but union labor be employed in 
making repairs. 

Considerable indignation is felt by white car- 
penters and mechanics in Honolulu at the em- 
ployment of Chinese and Japanese mechanics alone 
on the construction of their costly residences by 
several Government officials. 

Typographical Union, No, 23, at one time one of 
the strongest unions in Milwaukee, is on the verge 
of dissolution because of its greatly diminished 
membership. Cards are hereafter to be secured 
from the international union. Charter is to be sur- 
rendered. Typesetting machines killed ‘the body. 

Many of the radical delegates severely criticised 
the election of Samuel Gompers to the ee 
of the American Federation of Labor. ‘hey sur- 
gested as a remedy that all the officers should be 
elected by a referendum vote of all the members 
of affiliated unions. 

Newark unionists want a constitutional conven- 
tion. so that the laws of New Jersey may be re- 
vised. The system of Senatorial representation, as 
now existing, is stamped as unfair, in giving one- 
third the people power to rule the State. They de- 
clare that every labor bill introduced in the Lee- 
islature has been amended by corporation attorneys 
to muke it of no use or inoperative,

Firms Unite Which Represent Ninety -Per Cent 


of the Trade. 

CHICAGO, Ill, Feb. 4.—The National Biscuit Co, 
was organized here yesterday under the laws of 
New Jersey, with a capital stock of $55 ,000 000. Of 
this amount $25.000.000 is preferred stock. The new 
company is a consolidation of the American Bis- 
cuit Co.. the United States Biscuit Co. and the New 
York Biscuit Co., and its headquarters will be in 
this citv. The assets of the old companies were to- 
dav transferred to the new company. A meeting 
of the directors was held and B. F. Crawford of 
Mansfield, O., was elected President; H. F. Voris, 
First Vice-President; F. O. Lowden, Second Vice- 
President, both of Chicago; C. E. Rumsey of Kan- 
sas City, Secretary and Treasurer; A. W. Green of 
Chicago, General Counsel. Mr. Lowden is the son- 
in-law of the late George M. Pullman and repre- 
sents the Pullman interests. The concerns that be- 
come part of the new company include 140 biscuit 
factories of the cash value of over $20,000,000 and 
they: turn out more than 90 per cent of the crackers 
consumed in the United States.

“POISONED CANDY.” 


Bought From a Peddler With -a Hand Cart, and 
Made Two Boys Deathly Sick. 


Chairman A. J. Walter of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the National Confectioners’ Association 
writes the Post-Dispatch that he has Investigated 
the case of “poisoned candy” reported under date 
of Feb. 1, when Samuel R. Miller and Sidney Han- 
isee were taken ill with symptoms of poisoning after 
eating chooolate drops. 

An interview with the boys shows that Hantsee 
bought the candy (a chocolate taffy resembling 
maple sugar) of an Italian who peddled his wares, 
which were of home manufacture, from a hand- 
cart. The boys became very sick, but recovered 
slowly without calling in a doctor. 

The National Confectioners’ Association investi- 
gates all cases of supposed poisoning from eating 
candies and has a standing reward of $1 for evi- 
dence that will convict any dealer or manufacturer 
of selling or manufacturing any candies harmfully 
adulterated,

“The streets shouid be improved whether 
these people want them improved or not,” 
he said.

The Bar Association of East St. Louls met 
In the office of A. A. Hunt last night and 
elected Hon. J. J. Rafter President and A. 
A. Hunt Secretary, to serve one year, 

A committee of three, consisting, of 
Messrs, Alexander Flannigan, Daniel Mc- 
Glynn and Roy Browning, was appointed 
to secure a full attendance of the members 
of the bar at a meeting to be held on Frt- 
day evening, Feb. 11, 

A member of the association said that the 
organization proposes taking the initiative 
in several measures that will benefit East 
St. Louis, 

“We believe,’’ he continued, “it is possi- 
ble to secure the removal of the Appellate 
Court from Mount Vernon to our city, and 
the local bar association will make an ag- 
gressive fight to get the subject before the 
General Assembly at the earliest possible 
moment. 

“With the impetus that will be given the 
movement by the legal profession locally 
it is safe to predict that within the next 
two years this branch of the judiciary will 
be Jocated in Bast St. Louis, where it will 
be easy of access from every point in 
Southern and Central Illinois. 

“Then we shall endeavor to improve the 
river interests of East St. Louis. whish 
have always been in a sadly neglected con- 
dition. In fact, our city is completely shut 
off from all benefits that should accrue 
from river traffic. Bast St. Louisans ean- 
not make a_ direct river shipment of 
freight. If we desire to catch a steamboat 
for business or pleasure. or ta receive or 
ship freight by that route, we must pay 
tribute first to get to the opposite levee. 
If the contro] of wharfage by St. Louis is 
a good thing we believe that it is propor- 
tionately worth going after by East St. 
Louis. Broadway and Missouri avenue are 
outlets to the river front. The city is en- 
titled to wharfage at these points. They 
are the only streets leading from the river 
into East St. Louis, thanks to the fore- 
sightedness of municipal government 
the East Side:- In some manner the con- 
trol of even these two outlets has slipped 
from the hands of the people. It will be 
the province of the bar association to in- 
augurate a movement that will ultimately 
restore the city’s rights along the levee.”

PAULINE HAS DISAPPEARED. 


Lulu Is in Jail, Two of the Mysteries 
Haunt the Federal Building 
and the Third Cannot 
Be Found. 


The fitful die that has been spun so often 
to mark the turning points in the strange | 
career of Pauline Hoffman has again been 
cast. ; 

The unfortunate woman, whose weird tale 
of a mythica| fortune caused such a wild 
scramble among her new-found friends 
and half a dozen attorneys with visions 
of fat feces, and whose supposed wealth led 
her into a pecullar matrimonial alliance, 
has disappeared. 

There is no trace of her whereabouts. 

Bismarck Stalhuete, the man who married 
her when she was thought to be an heiress, 
is languishing in jail, 

United States Commissioner Gray held 
him Thursday for the grand jury, with bond 
in the sum of $1000, to answer the charge 
of making a false affiday_t in qualifying as 
bondsman for Lulu Kaines.

Edward B. Pauley signed the appeal bond 
as surety on Jan. &. 

In looking over the records at the court- 
house Finney found that on the same day 
Pauley recorded a deed to seven lots at 
Ninth and Schirmer street with A. D. Rus- 
seil as grantor. 

Further investigation showed that Henry 
Bilby was surety on a bond for one Bis- 
marck Stalhuete in a civil suit in which a 
judgment was pending against Stalhuete. 

This led to the discovery that Stalhuete 
and Edward B. Pauley were the same per- 
son. 

Complaint was made to Justice Hennessy, 

who had been holding in abeyance the mat- 
ter of Pauley’s acceptance as bondsman for 
Iby. 
Justice Hennessy became interested. On 
Dec. 8 he had offictated at the marriage of | 
Bismarck Stalhuete and Pauline Hoffman. | 
Within six weeks StaMhuete showed hie co- | 
lossel nerve by going into the court of 
the justice who had married him and at- 
tempting to qualify under an agsumed 
name. 

Finney made a protest and the bond was 
rejected. When Finney learned that Edward 
Pauley had qualified as Lulu Raines’ bonds- 
man he filed with the United States Attor- 
ney the information that led to Stalhuete’s 
apprehension, 

On the appeal bond, which caused all the 
trouble Stalhuete first spelled his assumed 
name Paulley. His attention wae called to 
the fact that the name should contain only 
one ‘‘l’’ and he changed it. 

In the apprehension of Stalheute Assist- 
ant United States Attorney Anthony be- 
lieves he has given a body-blow to reckless 
bond giving in Federal cases. 

Much curious information was brought 
out in the hearing before Commissioner 
Gray that places the young man in @ par- 
ticularly unfavorable light and opened up 
some queer deals which, the authorities 
say, cannot be’ explained. 

That Stalheute did not own property to 
the amount necessary for qualification on 
a $1000 bond was shown to the Commis- 
sioner’s satisfaction by Alexander Finney 
and F. W. Mott. In his affidavit Stalheute 
named a 175-foot lot at Ninth and Schirmer 
Streets. 

Senator Mott testified that should he 
secure the best price for the land it would 
not exceed $2 per foot, making .the total 
value but $350, when Stalhuete claimed, in 
ol sworn statement, that it was worth 
3000, 

According to Mr. Finney Stalhuete, as 
Edward Pauley holds no other property 
that has been recorded and assessed. 

The Commissioner Was not inclined to 
consider the lot at 4754 Ashland avenue and 
the &0-acre farm near St. James, becau:e 
their ownership did not appear on the Re- 
corder'’s books. 

Hiaving established this point, Mr. An- 
thony strove to clear away the mystery 
about the peareer ® name.
